Obviously, however, 
muust go down as one of the major 
and as an accomplishment of 
the first order. The United Kingdom 
is often Canada’s leading customer, 
sharing that position from time 
time with the United States. Between 
the two of them they buy about four-! 
fifths of all the hundreds of millions 
of dollars of produce we sell abroa:

The effect of clearing the channels 
of trade between us and four-fifths of 
our entire export market cannot eas 
ily be over-estimated. It means more 
markets and Petter prices, on the 
one hand; it means cheaper and more 
accessible goods, on the other, ‘The 
Canadian producers of a few articles 
made abroad and shipped in, may fee! 
that they are being victimized for «4 
time, but if history repeats itself, 
these persons will soon find that the 
greater purchasing power of our nwo 
primary producers and manufacturers 
arising out of the larger external muar- 
kets, will soon Make up for any tem 
porary loss due to imports of British 
and American goods. And is such is 
not the case, it would appear probable 
that the goods in question are produc- 
ed uneconomically in this country, and 
had better be purchased abroad, 
Had Been Forecast 

For the rest, the Speech From the 
Throne followed lines which have 
been quite accurately forecast. There 
is to be housing legislation, to legal- 
ize the home improvement sebeme, 
und possibly for new building, al 
though that was not specifically stat 
ed. There ig to be a bill to incorpo. 
tte a sembgovernment aviation com 
pany to fly the mails and passenger: 
on the new route from coast to coast j 
The top-heavy financial structure ot 
the Canadian National Railways is to 
be simplified. There are about a bil- 
lion dollars owing to the public, and 
nothing can be done about that; but 
there are also hundreds of millions of 
dollars of pure book-keeping entries 
in the books of the nationally-owned 
system which represent debt which 
can never be repaid, The majority op 
inion appears to be that these book-; 
keeping items might as well be trim- 
ned out, and the railway system given 
a capital structure on which, with any 
material upturn in business, a | 
dividend might be paid. The idea is 
that it is impossible to earn the most 
modest figure on the existing struct- 
ure—- a most discouraging prospect 
for the management, If the latter are 
given a goal within possible reach, it 
is argued, they will bend every effort

Hel 
imported breeding stocks from many 
parts of the World, Dr. Perey, in 1592, 
imude Lhe crosses of Red Fife «aud 
lard Red Calcutta, and Dr Charles, im 
1904, made the final selections which 
resulted in Marquis, 

Dr, L, H. Newman, in 1912, selected 
for Dr. Seager Wheeler at Rosthern, 
Sask., an improved Marquis head, 


which, multiplied under Seager Wheel- 
ers skilful eyes and hands, became 
the famous 10-B strain, from which 


springs 90 per cent of ull Registered 
Marquis. 

Marquis once occupied about 90 pe: 
cent of the wheat acreage of Western 
Canada, Today it still occupies nearly 
60 per cent. It is still the ‘King of 
Wheats,” and should be seeded in pre- 
ference to any Other variety where- 
ever it gives satistactcory returns. 

Following factors have tended to 
vaise price— 

Britain contemplates building up re 
serve wheat stocks—- U, 3S. farm 
stocks of Wheat and corn on January 
lst smallest in eleven years. German 
Government demands increased grain 
deliveries and prohibits wheat and 
rye feeding to livestock— Italy, 
Greece, Holland, Belgium and Ger: 
many have bought large quantities 
Argentina wheat. 

Following factors hbave 
lower price— Clear weather in Ar: 
gentina favors movement of small 
grains and promotes growth of corn— 
Australian weather favors trop move 
ment— Plan under consideration to in- 
crease British-grown wheat-— Large 
Argeatina shipments ensure English 
millers of sufficient wheat for consid- 
erable period,
